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Difficult Problems 


Tie problems which it may be expected will be discussed at the pend- 

‘ fng conference between representatives of the Federal government’ and 
premiers of the Canadian provinces will furnish plenty of material for con- 
versations and negotiations | 

If only one half of the difficulties which the western provinces have re- 
cently experienced and still are experiencing in finding sufficient revenue 
to maintain their ordinary services, to saying nothing of contributing sub- 
stantially towards the cost of relief, can be removed a forward stép will 
have been taken, and representatives of the provinces will-leave Ottawa with 
fomething a little more tangible than hope for speedy recovery and for 

‘ future progress, 

One of the factors in the present situation that will have to be faced 
squarely is the fact that the cost of goverfiment is pressing heavily on the 
taxpayers, that there is just so much money available for the upkeep of 
services and that a shifting of burdens from one unit to another is not the 
way out of the trouble, though it may be a temporary palliative. 

; ‘If several buckets are dipping water out of a well which is not being 
replenished from natural sources it is only a question of time when the 
well will run dry, and in the long run it does not make very much differ- 
ence which of the buckets took most of the water out of the well. 

That is actually the position of the taxpayer in western Canada. There 
are three buckets drawing on his resources, the federal, the provincial and 
the municipal, the last-mentioned, of course, including the schools. 

The permanent solution of the difficulty lies not so much in a decision 
as to who is to be allowed to draw themost, or the least, water from the 
well but how the well is to be replenished, and until this can be determined, 
those in authority will have to address themselves to the task of finding 
wayr and means of conserving the presently available supply and making 
_the utmost of it. 

There are many ways in which a conservation policy might be put into 
effect and one of the most practicable would be to eliminate a good deal of 
dupl'cation and overlapping of services which have grown up, apparently 
without any blame attachable to any one in particular for the situation. 

There are, for example, services which are being. provided by both fed- 
eral and provincial governments resulting in double costs for machinery and 
operation, in addition. to a degree of confusion and ineffectiveness attendant 
upon two unrelated ere trying to reach the same good by differ- 
ent roads. 

‘ In this category might ti included debt adjustment machinery and to 
some extent agricultural services rendered by both federal and provincial 
administrations. These are only cited as illustrations of a number of fields 
of endeavor in which co-ordination of effort by a merger of duplicated ser- 
vices would not only bring about greater efficiency but would also save con- 
siderable expense to the taxpayers. : 

It is true that in connection with these and other ‘acivities in the same 
category objection might be raised that dual services are essential because 
of the limitations of legislative competence, but if that is the sole barrier 
in the way of economy, then necessary legislative authority to dissipate the 
difficulty should be sought and doubtless could be secured if a spirit of true 
co-operation on the part of all concerned is evidenced. 

* In the matter of sources of revenue also there is duplication which 
should be eliminated by a better defined allocation of spheres of taxation as 
between the several governing units, ‘There should not, for instance, be two 
income taxes with two sets of costly machinery to gather the same type of 
tax from the same taxpayers, necessitating a double expenditure. 

In pre-war and pre-depression years the fields of taxation were fairly 
well defined and understood and governments, in those days, confined their 
revenue collection efforts within well defined channels. First departrires 
from recognized practice and prerogative came with the emergency demands 
of the war and subsequently, as financial and economic stringency became 
more severe, governments were loath to abandon what they had gained. 

On the contrary, the practice of encroaching on one another’s sources 
of income assumed serious proportions as the level of the water in the well 
declined and the demand for more and more water grew with greater in- 
tensity. 

With this situation confronting them, the participants in the conference 

. will face a difficult task. While, no doubt, many suggested methods for re- 
~ plenishing depleted incomes will be offered, first thought probably will be 
given to conservation of the existing resources, and one of the most practic- 
able means of doing this will be to stretch the tax dollar by eliminating 
duplication. This can be done, not only without impairing the services in- 

yolved but should result in improving them and at a lesser cost.

Valued At $8,000,000 


Flue-Cured Tobacco Industry In On- 


tario Run On Scientific Lines 
It looks as if the $8,000,000 valua- 


tion put upon the Ontario flue-cured 
tobacco crop by the experts will be 
exceeded by the value of the actual 
purchasing made by Canadian and 


British manufacturers within the past 
few days. Yet it is only a few years 
tobacco-growing in Canada 
was practically limited to a few 
farmers raising it for personal use 
or for limited local market. Now 
appro ately 30,000 acres of the 
best soil in Southern Ontario are al- 
most exclusively devoted to the grow- 
ing of tobacco leaf in a scientific 
way, this year's crop amounting to 
35,000,000 pounds, and having a sell- 
ing-value $3,000,000 in excess of the 
crop return of 1934. The finest cig- 
arettes and other tobacco products in 
Canada incorporate Canadian tobacco 
in large and increasing quantities, 
where, hitherto, American and other 
tobaccos had been used, while the 
Canadian leaf also has an ‘excellent 
market in Great Britain in competi- 
tion wit: foreign leaf.

War Veteran Has Developed Memory 
To Remarkable Extent . 

Captain Gerald Lowry, a blinded 
veteran of the World War, recently 
was one of the champion pair at the 
British Bridge League ‘Congress at 
Harrogate, England. His partner 
was a woman. Not only did they 
win but they were always the first 
pair to finish their hands. 

Blindness has its compensations. 
Nature to some extent redressess the 
balance by developing other facul- 
ties. Captain Lowry is a remarkable 
example of overcoming the handicap 
and lives a more active and normal 
life than most people. He has de- 
veloped his memory to such an ex- 
tent that when a friend whispers the 
designations of his cards ta him he 
remembers them throughout the 
game and where he has arranged 
them When he‘has to play dummy, 
the cards are named to him and he 
remembers them, too. The rest is 
easy. During the Harrogate tourna- 
ment he played 82 calls and never 
forgot a card. | 

Captain Lowry before the war was! 
an ardent golfer and amateur boxer. 
He still plays golf and boxes. He 
tees his own ball and drives by in- 
stinct. His caddie tells him where 
his ball lies and where he should hit 
it to, and he never misses. He also 
learned osteopathy and has built up 
one of the most lucrative practices 
in London. — St. Thomas Times- 
Journal. 


Cattle Exports To U.S. 


117,000 Head Shipped From Canada 
For First Ten Months 
Approximately 100,000 head of 


-heavy cattle have been exported from 


Canada to United States in the first 
10 months of this year. Figures to 
the end of October reveal 117,000 
head have gone over and it is esti- 
mated that 17,000 were calves. U.S. 
tariff on live cattle is three cents a 
pound when the animal is over 700 
pounds and 2% cents when below 
that weight. So a 1,100-pound steer 
would meet a customs duty of $33. 

The year has witnessed an entire 
reversal in the export trade in Cana- 
dian cattle. Last year nearly all 
Canadian cattle exports for the first 
10 months went to the United King- 
dom. The total shipments were 46,- 
500. For the corresponding period 
this year they were 6,500 whereas the 
shipments to United States jumped 
from 4,700 cattle and calves last year 
to 117,000 this year. 

The reason for the shift was the

The process 
is sd slow.” 

Of course there were ints that 
were disappearing faster than others. 
“The Magdalen Islands are changing 
continuously. There’s Old . Harry 
Head on Coffin Island that is falling 
away at the rate of 20 to 30 feet a 
year. The soft red sandstone is just 
disappearing for ,the cliff drops 
sharply down to two fathoms and 
there’s no sign of where the soil 
goes.” 

Prince. Edward Island was a scant 
two m‘les of being cut in two by the 
Hillsboro river and the inlet on the 
north side. But. the wearing away 
process had eased up here and na- 
ture had defeated its own purpose by 
building up  sangbar . protection 
against its forces. 

The Cartier has been employed 
since 1910 in surveying Maritime 
provinces and Gulf of St. Lawrence 
waters. It has just been laid up for 
the winter at Charlottetown after 
sounding an area of 12,600 square 
miles bounded by the northern tip of 
Cape Breton Island, Newfoundland, 
Anticosti and PrinceeHdward Island. 

The ever changing coastline makes 
constant vigilance necessary in order 
to preserve the safety of sea-lanes. 
The Cartier is a quasi policeman 
searching for upthrusts of rock, 
arch-enemy of liners. 

In the chart-room of this 700-ton 
government survey ship is the magic 
eye that penetrates. fathoms and 
automatically takes -photographs of 
the ocean bottom. 

“That machine,” said Commander 
Leadman as he, pointed to an intri- 
cate arrangement in the corner of 
the chart-room, “is the most modern 
type of echo sounding gear. It 
photographs a picture of the bottom 
by a system of sound vibration.” 

Then he unrolled several feet of 
pictures that showed the bottom of 
the sea. They were taken off St. 
Paul's Island at the northern tip of 
Cape Breton. 

“See those vague objects above 
the ocean floor?” he asked, pointing 
to his iodine-colored graph. ‘They 
are schools of fish which inadyert- 
ently got photographed. “You see 
when schools of fish are dense 
enough they too return sound waves 
that are recorded by the sensitive 
apparatus.” 

Saline density and low tempera- 
tures sometimes. made the machine 
inaccurate when the experts had to 
recalculate the actual depth of 
water. In the Gulf of St. Lawrence, 
200 fathoms down, the water was 
below freezing, registering minus 
two and minus three degrees centi- 
grade. 

The Cartier's work was mostly a 
task of filling in the gaps in British 
admiralty charts, plotted as early as 
1812, Commander Leadman explain- 
ed. Once in a while they ran across 
dangerous shoals. Off Cape Whittle 
on the Labrador shore, adjacent to 
the shipping lane, they had located 
a threatening rock 30 feet from the 
surface. 

In surveying the coastline, aerial 
photography was done first, then 
with it as a guide, the Cartier began 
her: submarine photography. It was 
a far cry from the days of the early 
sounding of the gulf by the admiralty 
with their crude apparatus to the 
ocean-floor photography of to-day, 
the government expert remarked, 
but the admiralty’s small scale charts 
are surprisingly accurate,’”’ he added.

The animals, once threatened with 
extinction, were protected with con- 
Servation measures and have multi- 
plied so rapidly an open season was 
declared this year but Royal Cana- 
dian Mounted Police reported no ap- 
plications for the special license to 
hunt them have been received. 

The license, costing $5, allows hun- 
ters to bag two of the antelope. 

Cattlemen’ complain the antelopes 
are eating grass needed for cattle 
and sheep, besides attacking hay 
stacks. One Wild Horse, Altay 
rancher said it costs him the wages 
and keep of a man and the keep of 
three hounds in his efforts to drive 
the animals from his land where they 
eat his alfalfa, break into his hay 
stacks and steal the pasture of his 
cattle herds. 

Near Wild Horse, in southeastern 
Alberta, a herd of 1,000 antelope was 
reported, while other large herds 
were seen within a mile of Coalhurst, 
a mining town eight miles west of 
Lethbridge. 

Had not conservation measures 
been taken, it is doubtful whether 
any of these antelopes—the prong- 
horned antelopes—would have sur- 
vived. Protected in 1914 and 1915 
by establishment of sanctuaries in 
Wawaskey and Nemiscam national 
parks and rigid defence of the few 
herds which roamed the short-grass 
country in southeastern Alberta, their 
numbers have. increased to thou- 
sands. 

Flesh of the animals is very de- 
lectable, which accounted for the 
protective measures taken. Indians 
were killing them wholesale before 
game officials stepped in. 

Hunters, however, are prevented by 
the short open season—Nov. 1 to 11— 
and the bag limit Of two, from giv- 
ing any material assistance’ to 
ranchers. 


Problem For Hostess 


Masterly Stroke Of Housewifery Met 
Difficult Situation 

Suppose you were the wife of the 
governor of Massachusetts, suddenly 
called upon to serve dinner to a 
French admiral and 300 officers. You 
had invited the admiral, but never 
guessed he would ask to bring all his 
men with him. Where would you get 
quick supplies for the banquet, in- 
cluding fresh milk for.so much home 
cooking? asks a writer in the Boston 
Transcript. Nowadays the task 
would be simple, with orders prompt- 
ly given by telephone. But Mrs. 
John Hancock, wife of the Bay 
State’s first governor, faced a seri- 
ous crisis. In the Boston of her day, 
a reliable historian tells us, it was 
flatly “impossible to secure in legiti- 
mate ways milk enough for such a 
multitude at short notice. So, Mrs. 
Hancock dispatched her servants to 
the Common with direction to milk 
all the cows grazing there and to 
send to her any person who com- 
plained. The owners were rather 
amused than offended by this master- 
ly stroke of housewifery, and no one 
is known to have protested. 


Should Be Prohibited 


Forcing Any Animal Into Unneces- 
sary Danger Is Cruel 

At Danville, Virginia, a little dog 
was shoved off an airplane with a 
parachute to amuse a crowd of 
watching people, He fell to his death. 
The parachute failed to open. 

As we see it, no man has a right 
to jeopardize the life of his horse or 
dog or any other of his animals for 
his own personal gain when no neces- 
sity demands it. He may risk his 
own life in dangerous steeplechase 
races, or in airplanes, if he chooses. 
That he does of his own free will. 
But when he puts his animals in peril 
of life or limb they have nothing to 
say about it. 

Recently we learned of two avia- 
tors who had purchased a large New- 
foundland dog to take with them in 
their flying machine on a long jour- 
ney. We wondered if they thought 
of what it might mean to ‘the dog. 
We obtained their address. We 
wrote them making a plea for the 
dog.

Millions Spent On Experiment 


Factory Opened In -England For 
Converting Coal Into Oil 

Very naturally Alberta is follow- 
ing with interest the experiments in 
Great Britain in the conversion of 
coal into oil and gasoline. When 
that can be done successfully and at 
not too great a cost, the immense 
coal resources of Alberta, Nova 
Scotia and British Columbia can be 
exploited much more profitably. The 
problem now is to beat geography— 
the long distance from markets for 
the coal. If it can be converted into 
a@ more easily transportable condi- 
tion,. the difficulty is largely over- 
come. 

Britain has been experimenting for 
some years and Imperial Chemical 
Industries has just opened a plant at 
Billingham which will convert 400,000 
tons of coal a year. Over $5,000,000 
has been spent on experimental work. 
It. still; costs. seven. pence. to produce 
a gallon of gasoline from ‘coal, as 
against 21% to 4-pence for imported 
gasoline. Hence the large govern- 
ment subsidies that have been grant- 
ed, in the belief that the process will 
finally be put on an economic basis, 

The interest of Alberta in the 
opening of the new plant is expressed 
by the Edmonton Journal, which re- 
calls the'confidence of the late Sir 
John M@Lennan, the distinguished 
Canadian scientist, that before long 
coal would be turned into oil in Al- 
berta and piped to Ontario.—Winni- 
peg. Free Press, 


Many Causes Of Blindness 


Eternal Vigilance Of Parents Neces- 
sary States Toropto Doctor 

Blindness will always be a tragedy, 
but to lose one’s sight is no longer 
to lose all that makes life worth liv- 
ing, Hon. Dr. H. A. Bruce asserted at 
the annual meeting of the women’s 
auxiliary to the Canadian National 
Institute for the Blind at Toronto. 

The use of pea shooters, pop guns, 
bows and arrows, fireworks and 
broken toys as playthings were listed 
by the Lieutenant-Governor as caus- 
ing accidents leading to blindness. 
Neglect which too frequently follow- 
ed diphtheria, ‘scarlet fever and 
measles, the use of dirty towels, a 
hard blow in the eye and the en- 
trance of foreign bodies into the eye 
were other causs. ‘So you see,” said 
Dr. Bruce, “the price of good sight in 
any one generation is the eternal 
vigilance of parents in close co- 
operation with the medical profes- 
sion.” It had been discovered, he 
added, that 27 per cent. of the cases 
of blindness were preventable, 51 
relatively preventable and 23 due to 
inevitably diseases and unknown 
causes.

Dairy Induste) Of Canada 


Official Of National Council Sees Big 
Export In Future 

Appeal for “close and intelligent 
consideration to the betterment of 
Canadian agriculture’ was made by 
Allan C. Fraser, secretary manager 
of the National Dairy .Council of 
Canada. 

Speaking at a Canadian Club 
luncheon in Montreal, Mr. Fraser re- 
viewed what he called “the romance 
of Canadian dairying” and described 
the industry as part of the life-blood 
of the nation. 

History of the dairying industry 
was traced by Mr. Fraser from its 
first stages in Asia, 2,000 years be- 
fore Christ to the present day when 
in Canada alone there were 3,500,000 
milking cows “operated” by 315,000 
farmers. These farmers, he said, re- 
ceived an aggregate of $200,000,000 
per annum for their milk products 
which he said provided the “elixir” of 
life. 

One of the great troubles in the 
Canadian industry, however, was the 
lack of uniformity,..production, he 
said. For instance the provinces of 
Quebec and Ontario did not produce 
as much as they consumed yet the 
prairies, a long way from the east- 
ern markets, produced more than 
could be used there. 

It was such problems with which 
the industry was confronted, said Mr. 
Fraser, but with careful and intelli- 
gent consideration for these prob- 
lems he thought “the day is not very 
far distant when, we shall be pretty 
definitely on an export basis for a 
considerable proportion of our pro- 
duction,” 

This, he concluded, would be the 
final answer to the difficulties out- 
lined. 


To drive-home to farmers in gen- 
eral the important place of good seed 
in an agricultural programme re- 
quires that a continuous, persistent, 
sound, educational programme be 
carried on over a period of years, 
said Professor Robert Summerby of 
MacDonald College in his presidential 
address to the Canadian Seed Grow- 
ers’ Association.

Highways In Good Condition Are 
Temptation To Driver 

Neither the authorities nor the 
public can afford to ignore the fact 
that traffic experts are practically 
agreed in declaring that speed is the 
outstanding cause of highway acci- 
dents. Automobiles of to-day are 


‘capable of making greater speed 


than ever before. They can be oper- 
ated so easily over roads that, gen- 
erally speaking, are in excellent con- 
dition that drivers unconsciously hit 
up their rate of travel to an unsafe 
speed. However mechanically per- 
fect an automobile may be, it can- 
not be brought to a stop as quickly 
when running at 50 miles an hour as 
at 30. There is no doubt that thou- 
sands of accidents happen because 
motorists who do not consider them- 
selves reckless drivers forget that at 
any moment they may be confronted 
by a situation that necessitates a 
quicker stop than they can possibly 
make.—Baltimore Sun. , 
Game Ducks Disappearing 
Conservation Methods Must Be More 
Rigidly Enforced : 

Six types of game ducks in North 
America are threatened with extinc- 
tion unless conservation methods are 
more rigidly enforced and natural 
enemies of the ducks are combatted, 
Harry C. Oberholser, senior biologist 
of the biogolical survey at Wash- 
ington, said in Toronto recently. Mr. 
Oberholser was there for the open- 
ing session of American Ornitholo- 
gists’ Union convention. 

The shoveller, redhead, canvas 
back, gadwell, ruddy, and buffer head 
are fast dying out, he said, Contri- 
buting causes to their rapidly ap- 
proaching extinction were pollution 
of their feeding grounds by oil waste 
from ships and manufacturing plants, 
duck disease and destruction of their 
eggs by crows.

The Bay Of Chaleur 

A vicious attack by five whales 
while a sixth, entangled in the anchor 
cable, threatened to pull their 25- 
foot boat beneath the surface in the 
Bay of Chaleur is described by James 
Daley and two other fishermen of 
Stonehaven, N.B. 

After the men anchored and threw 
out a line the boat began jerking 
from side to side as the bow lower- 
ed. The water seethed when. five 
whales, estimated by Daley to meas- 
ure between 40 and 50 feet in length, 
came to the surface. ' 

“One after another those fellows 
began charging the boat, and kept 
at it for about an hour,” he said, As 
soon as they got close to us they 
dived under. Several times I could 
have touched them with an oar, 
Quite often their backs just scraped 
our keel as they went underneath. 
They were going so fast that when 
they came up on the other side and 
turned to come at us again they 
skidded right over on their sides. 
Several times their tails came within 
‘a foot of smashing the boat. What 
with their splashing and blowing 
they pretty near drowned us. 

“They were coming closer each 
time they charged, ard I knew that 
it would only be a matter of time be- 
fore they would strike the boat. I 
decided to cut the cable, and we got 
up to the bow. Right then it was 
about eight inches above’ water 
level. © 

“We gripped the cable. to pull it 
around the side to get at it to cut 
it, when we felt something slide off, 
and the bow came up with a jerk. 
The ‘five whales charged once or 
twice more, and then disappeared. It 
was the toughest spot I was ever in 
in all my 30 years fishing.”’

This fear is expressed by Sir 


| Richard Gregory, one of the greatest 


scientists in Britain. Other scient- 
ists agree with Sir Richard. 

Two years ago, the British Asso- 
ciation formed a “brain trust” in an 
attempt to put the monster in chains, 
but Sir Richard now admits that the 
attempt has failed, 

A short time ago, Sir Richard tn 
& dramatic speech at a Rotary 
luncheon at Norwich, Norfolk, de- 
fended the modern scientist and 
tried to explain that the man with a 
test tube is not a man with a load of 
mischief. Me said that the use of 
good or evil of a discovery depended 
on the community. 

Now, however, Sir Richard has 
changed his mind: and frankly ad- 
mits that there is justification in the 
increasing uneasiness and suspicion 
with which the ordinary man is view- 
ing the efforts of the laboratories. 

“Bthical considerations are almost 
totally non-existent among scien- 
tists,’ he observed. “To them new 
knowledge is the thing. 

Just recently I saw a descript’on in 
a technical journal of some new mus- 
tard gas. . 

“The scientist who published that 
paper did not speak of his discovery 
as a mustard gas. . He had 
merely effected a re-grouping of cer- 
tain compounds, 

“To him his achievement was mere- 
ly an interesting piece of research in 
organic chemistry, and he just stat- 
ed the facts. But the world has an- 
other dangerous gas. 

“The biggest job which faces us 
to-day is to solve this old problem 
of the responsibility of the sc’entist 
with regard to his discoveries and 
the rest of the community. 

“One item of research properly ap- 
plied might find.work for tens of. 
thousands, and another throw thou- 
sands out of work. One result of re- 
search wisely applied may save hu- 


Use By Dr. Field 

One hundred years ago school 
chalk as we know it, was invented. 
The man who brought this priceless 
boon to the classroom was Dr. Fran- 
cis F. Field, of Waltham, Mass,- Up 
to that time the chalk used was the 
crude mjneral brought from England, 
which was far less than satisfactory. 

Dr. Field hit upon the idea of 
pulverizing the crude chalk, remov- 
ing the grit, and then moulding it 
into convenient sticks. Of course 
there have been many refinements 
since that time, but the boys and 
girls in school to-day as well as those 
whose schooldays are over, might 
give thanks to Dr. Field on this cen- 
tennial of his invention. 

The blackboard with its chalk 
illustrations of the countless school 
problems, ranging from the ABC's 
to the stratosphere reaches of mathe-- 
matics, has been an essential aid in 
the promotion of education. It goes 
with the pupil from kindergarten to 
university. The Chinese philosopher, 
who said,.‘‘one picture is worth 10,- 
000 words,” was paying an advance 
tribute to the blackboard and its 
100-year-old. teammate, chalk.

The moon eventually will disinte- 
grate into countless particles, bath- 
ing the earth in perpetual moon- 
light, Sir James Jeans, noted British 
scientist has predicted. 

“We have good reason to believe 
the moon soon will split into pieces,” 
Sir James, head of the Royal As- 
tronomical Society, declared. 

He said the moon is heading for 
a danger. zone near the earth and 
will first break in two, then four, 
then eight segments, which event- 
ually will become myriads. These 
particles will resemble Saturn's 
rings, casting continual moonlight on 
the earth,” he said.

“It is manifestly wrong that the 
scientist’s responsibility should end 
with the announcement of his dis- 
covery.” 

A. G, Church who, as an executive 
of the British Science Guild and the 
Association of Scientific Workers, 
"was concerned with the British As- 
sociation plans for a “bra'n trust” 
to maintain a check on discoveries * 
and their applications is not hopeful 
for the future. He part'cularized: 

“The efforts we made. to get 
| scientists to weld themselves together 
; into a. profession with a corporate 
sense of responsibility like lawyers, 
doctors, and others, have failed ab- 
solutely. 

“Some time ago we made an at- 
| tempt to find out how far scientists 
| were prepared to limit themselves 
| against work which might have harm- 
ful potentialities to the community. 
“Professor Sir Frederick Soody 
| Suggested a resolution that mem- 
| bers should not accept subsidies to 
| engage in special research work into 

poison gases for military purposes. 

“Our members would have none of 
it. Eventually a_ resolution whs 
passed to the effect that university 
teachers should not accept subsid'es 

for such work as this would be con- 
trary to the spirit and tradition of 
learning. 

“The trouble is that the average 
scientist is far more’ arrogant about 
his work than the normal man, and 
he declines to admit any measures 
which he considers a restriction on 
the pursuit of knowledge. 

“But ‘this freedom’ in research has 
great dangers to the world to-day. 

“We ought to have an ethic like 
other professions. It is up to the 
great leaders of science to give a 
lead in this respect. It is time that 
the man in the laboratory realized 
how his work affects the man next 
door.”

Italy’s Claim Called False 


African Territories Are Not Required 
_ States College Professor 

Italy’s claimr that she 
colonies for colonization, owing to 
the density of her population was de- 
clared untrue by Rev..Dr. S. A. B. 
Mercer, Professor of Semitic, Lang- 
uages and Egyptology at Trinity 
College, 

Dr. Mercer was speaking at the 
quarterly meeting of the St. George’s 
Society, and he-compared the density 
of the populations of the various 
European States. That of Italy, he 
said, was 349 to the square mile, 
against 360 for Germany, 669 for Bel- 
gium and 742 for England. 

Italy, he said, had already a mil- 
lion square miles of territory in 
Africa, accommodating less than 10,- 
000 Italians. ‘They don’t want to go 
there,” he added. ‘They would much 
rather come over here to New York 
or Toronto.” 

If this argument had been put up 
by Germany there might have been 
some reason for it, because she had 
no colonies at all. “And between 


ourselves that is what they will be 


after very shortly,” he said. 

Dr. Mercer pointed out also that 
although England had all the land 
she needed, her people did not seem 
to want to use it, but appeared quite 
contented to live in a country that 
was more than twice as denstly pop- 
ulated as that of Italy. 

Dr. Mercer declared that England’s 
reasons for interfering in the dispute, 
while they might be influenced by 
the fact that whoever controlled 
Ethiopia also controlled Egypt and 
the Sudan, were primarily based on 
the highest moral grounds, for there 
was a clear-cut issue of right and 
wrong to be decided. 


High Test Gasoline

Claim Is Made That It Is Waste Of 
Money For Motorists 

The N.R.A. consumers’ division re- 
ported that the motorist who buys 
high octane (high test) fuel wastes 
his money. 

After sketching the history of 
gasoline, a new bulletin entitled ‘The 
Consumer” said: 

“The tendency in the market, of 
course, is to push sales as far as pos- 
gible to the higher octane gasoline 
because of its higher price. 

“The consumer is informed that 
nothing is too good for his car and 
that if he wishes to treat it well he 
should give it the highest octane 
gasoline. 

“The effect of this action is simply 
to waste his money. Since the 
ordinary automobile engine is con- 
structed for a medium or low octane 
gasoline, it is unreceptive to the 
higher octane, for which the con- 
sumer pays a differential.”

Saskatchewan Winning In 


Fight Against 


Tuberculosis 


With Aid of Christmas Seals 


Definite proof that Saskatchewan 
is winning out in its fight against 
tuberculosis is afforded by the 
steadily decreasing death rate from 
this disease and the lessened de- 
mand for accommodation in the 
three sanatoria of the province. 

A few years ago, with these three 
institutions operating full capacity, 
over 100 patients had to be housed 
in regular hospitals. This total has 
now been reduced to 20, and within 
another year, it is confidently an- 
ticipated, all tuberculosis patients 
in the province will be housed in 
the three sanatoria provided for 
this purpose. Further, the death 
rate in Saskatchewan on a per cap- 
ita basis is lower than in any other 
provinces of Canada, and very close 
to being the lowest in tHe entire 
world, Not long ago the death rate 
from tuberculosis was three in 1,000 
every year; the present death rate 
from tuberculosis in Saskatchewan 
is one in 1,000 every two years, 

The Saskatchewan Anti-Tubercu- 
losis League began its fight against 
the great white plague in 1910 and 
in 1917, with the co-operation of 
the Provincial Government, the first 
sanatorium was erected at Fort 
Qu'Appelle. Two additional sana- 
toria have since been provided, one 
at Saskatoon and another at Prince 
Albert, with a total bed accommo- 
dation of 1720. 

Another great forward step was 
taken in 1929 when Saskatchewan, 
in advance of any other Canadian 
province or any other nation in the 
world, established free treatment for 
tubercular people. Funds for the 
care of the tuberculosis sick in these 
institutions is provided through 
taxation by the Provincial Govern- 
ment and the urban and rural 
municipalities. 


Preventive Work 


The preventive work of the 
League, financed by the proceeds 
from the sale of Christmas Seals, 

* is in a large measure responsible 
for the decrease in the number of 
cases and in curtailing the spread 
of the disease, Clinics are held 
monthly at Regina, Moose Jaw, 
North Battleford, Swift Current, 
Yorkton, Canora, Melfort and Tis- 
dale, at which free examination is 
available for all with symptoms of 
the disease or who have been in 


contact with the tuberculous sick. 
Discovery of the disease in its early 
stages makes recovery more cer- 
tain and lessens the period of treat- 
ment—thus reducing the burden on 
the general taxpayer. 

All the funds derived from the 
Sale of Christmas Seals are utilized 
for this preventive work. Last year 
$9,933 was realized, making possible 
he carrying out of the following 
extensive work: 


3,117 persons exposed to tubercu- 
losis or being suspected by 
their doctors were examined 
at the three sanatoria. 

2,846 “contacts” or “suspects” were 
examined at the regular 
clinics, 

1,257 persons were examined by 
the travelling doctors from 
the sanatoria. 


510 “contacts,” mostly children, 
were examined by their fam- 
ily doctors. 

870 Normal School pupils were 
examined. 

3,871 school children were exam- 
ined on curveys of special 
areas, 

12 babies of mothers with tu- 
berculosis were cared for in 
the Preventoruim, The IO. 
DE. helped with the cost of 
this. 

12,483 A total that is getting larger 

every year.

Was Entirely Trustworthy 


Sir Frederick Ponsonby Given Secret 
Letters By Kaiser’s Mother 

Baron Sysonby of Wonersh, better 
known as Sir Frederick Ponsonby, for 
20 years keeper of His Majesty’s 
privy purse, who died a’ short time 
ago, had served in the households of 
Queen Victoria and King Edward 

d few of their aides enjoyed 

reater confidence. 

He was descended on his mother’s 
side from the second Earl Grey, 
author of the Reform Bill of 1832. He 
was the second son of General Sir 
Henry Ponsonby, for many years 
private secretary to Queen Victoria. 

He was appointed assistant keeper 
of Victoria’s privy purse in 1894 and 
there followed a long series of high- 
ly confidential posts at Buckingham 
Palace. When the Empress Victoria, 
the Queen’s daughter, widow of Em- 
peror Frederick, was dying at Fried- 
rickshof in 1901 she summoned Sir 
Frederick from London secretly and 
entrusted to him her private corre- 
spondence, saying: 

“I do not want a soul, certainly not 
Willie (her son the Kaiser Wilhelm 
II.) to know you have got them.” 

He succeeded in taking to London 
two large corded boxes and when 
the Empress died the grounds of the 
castle were surrounded by cavalry 
and police while searchers for the let- 
ters ransacked every room. He kept 
the letters for 27 years and then de- 
cided on their publication “in the in- 
terests of historic truth.” 

When the letters of his mother 
were published in England in the 
Fall of 1928 the former Kaiser was 
reported to contemplate legal action 
to suppress the book. A few weeks 
later, however, it was said in Ber- 
lin that Wilhelm not only urged the 
unaltered publication of the letters 
in German, but had written a 1,700-

tion, the translation to be supervised 
by Sir Frederick Ponsonby.

Puncture-Proof Tires 
New Substance Prevents Rapid 


A new invention is a substance 
which the car owner inserts in the 
tube through the valve aperture. 
This compound is composed exclusive- 
ly of natural products which, accord- 
ing to the sworn statements of com- 
mercial chemists, are by no means 
deleterious to the rubber. Floating 
freely within the tube it is thrown 
by centrifugal force against the peri- 
phery so that should the tire and 
tube be punctured or ripped, this 
material is immediately thrown by 
pressure of the air into the open- 
ing. The result is that the puncture 
is immediately sealed by the sub- 
stance. In case of a blowout, the 
substance prevents the rapid escape 
of the air and the car can be brought 
to a stop safely. 

It is stated that this substance is 
not a conductor of heat and will not, 
therefore, transmit to the air the 
road heat absorbed by the tire tread. 
The weight and bulk of this sub- 
stance are small. It cannot choke up 
valves, undergoes no changes during 
the whole life of the tire, and is per- 
fectly harmless to clothes and hands. 
Its advantages, as can readily be 
seen, are numerous, one of the most 
important being that it gives a sense 
of security that enhances the pleas- 
ure of safe, carefree driving regard- 
less of speed. The purchase price of 
this compound, incidentally, adds 
only 25 to 85 per cent. to the aver- 
age price of a tube. It is at present 
being distributed widely in Germany 
and other countries. — Popular 
Science, 


Italy Produces New Wheat 


Ripens About Three Weeks Earlier 
Than Old Variety 
In two decades, Italy has raised 
the nation’s average wheat yield 
from 15 to 24 bushels to the acre.

Cairn Unveiled By Founder Of First 
Icelandic Settlement 

The dramatic history of Icelandic 
pioneers who first landed on the 
shores of Lake Winnipeg in 1875, 
was fittingly marked 60 years after 
when a memorial was unveiled at 
Gimli, Man., by Captain Sigtryggir 
Jonason, first discoverer of the site of 
what is now Gimli. 

Jonason, approaching his 80th 
year, brought the first group of Ice- 
landic settlers to Gimli in 1875 from 
Moorhead, Minn., by way of Winni- 
peg. The party made the trip in 
scows constructed in Winnipeg, and 
sailed down the Red river and along 
the west shore of Lake Winnipeg to 
their new homie. 

The cairn, built of local granite 
stone, has a 13-ton red granite 
boulder fixed to the top, symbolizing 
the lasting qualities Of the early pion- 
eers. On the west side of the boul- 
der, engraved in Icelandic and Eng- 
lish, is the folowing in&Scription: “The 
first Icelandic settlers arrived here 
Oct. 21, 1875." The names of the 
various districts of the first settle- 
ment are carried on the reverse face 
of the cairn.

New Demonstration 
Radio reception free from static 
even during thunder storms so severe 
that sparks leap from the antenna

Low And High Tides 


Bore In Bay Of Foundry Is Highest 
In World 

The lowest tide in half a century 
was witnessed on October 12 by the 
people of Lubec, Maine. Men in hip 
boots were able to wade across the 
bay to Campobello Island, New 
Brunswick. The following day the 
waters of the Bay of Fundy rose to 
an unprecedented height. Boats tied 
up at wharves were lifted so high 
that- their .painters.-had. to be cast. 
off. Debris was washed into smoke- 
houses, and an army of rats were 
driven from their holes on the water- 
front. Extreme low and high tides 
were also reported from other points 
along the Maine coast. 

The Bay of Fundy has the -world’s 
highest and most rapid “bore,” the 
term used for: a tidal wave which 
advances rapidly as a sort of wall 
into funnel-shaped bays and estu- 
aries. At Chignecto it rises to over 
50 feet, with a crest of three to six 
feet. The bore in the Amazon does 
not exceed 16 feet, and in the Severn, 
Trent and Solway Firth it attains a 
height of only two to three feet.— 
New York Sun.

To give you an 
idea. how hard the diamond is, Sir 
William Crookes once prescribed the 
following experiment. “On a flatten- 
ed apex. of a conical block of steel 
place a diamond, then upon it bring 
down a second cone of steel. On forc- 
ing together the two steel cones by 
hydraulic pressure, the diamond is 
squeezed into the steel blocks with- 
out injuring it in the slightest de- 
gree.” 

The diamond drill is an indispens- 
able tool for mining engineers, for 
there is no rock or strata which the 
diamond cannot cut through, and the 
hardness of the bit makes a clean; 
sequence of the rocks passed avail- 
able for inspection, The crown of 
gems for cutting the two-inch hole 
costs about $5,000. 

In other industries the diamond is 
equally important, as in the manu- 
facture of electrical equipment. Dia- 
mond draw plates, used in drawing 
wire, are used in processes where an 
accuracy of .0015 millimetres is 
sometimes necessary. — From the 
Sphere, London.

No Right To Destroy Life 


Doctors Oppose Doing Away With 
Incurable Patients 

A number of spévialists united in 
condemning the “mercy killing” of 
presumably incurable patients. No 
doctor: has the right to take a 
patient’s life, since he has no way of 
being certain a case is incurable, it 
was agreed by American and foreign 
specialists, at Oklahoma City for a 
clinical meeting. 

Commenting on an_ unidentified 
English surgeon's advocacy in Lon- 
don of scientific death for ‘incur- 
able” patients, Dr. Henri Courtard, 
of Paris, chief of staff of the Currie 
Institute, frankly said: “Often in the 
medical arts we make mistakes.” 

“We don’t know sufficiently the 
conditions of the disease ever to take 
the step,” he said. ‘Life is too big 
a thing to decide to take away. Even 
in hopeless cancer cases it is possible 
to give some substance for the relief 
of pain. 

“Men born crippled ‘or  feeble- 
minded have been responsible for 
some of the great works of art. Why 
should their lives be taken?” 

Dr. Allan Dafoe, physician to the 
Dionne quintuplets, disagreed with 
the principle of the “right to die” 
doctrine being sponsored in London 
by a society headed by Lord Moyni- 
“JT don’t think any doctor has the 
right to destroy life,” said Dr. Da- 
foe, “‘We can never be sure we can't 
get a life back and we often can 
make life a lot easier.”

Means Rainy Day 

A friend who has been visiting 
Holy Island, off the Northumbrian 
coast, tells me of some queer super- 
stitious beliefs held by the people

Planting Started On State Land In 
Soviet Arctica

This 
year, a state farm is being estab- 
lished at 69 degrees north latitude, 
between the Yenisci and Pyasian 
rivers.
